Howbeit, though crueltie is alwates to 
bee abhorred,yet remiſſenes in dealing 
with the aduerſaries of the truth, the prac- 
tiſers and maintayners of a falſe worſhip, 
1s likewiſe to be excluded, becauſe it 1s 
molt perilous tothe Church of God, as 
appeareth by the hiſtory of the Cana- 
anites,who by the conniuency of the Iſra- 
elites being permitted to conuerſe with 
them,and to lue quietly among them, be- 
came pricks in their etes,and thornes in 
their fides. When 7-4 the King of Iſrael 
came downe to viſit Elz/pa lying fick vp- 
on his death bed, hee was willed by the 
prophet to take into his hand the arrow 
ofthe Lords deliverance againſt efram, 
and to {mite the ground : wherupon hee 
ſmotethriſe and ceaſed : But the man of 2Reg. 13, 
God was angrie with himand faid, thou 14. to the 
ſhouldeſt have ſmitten hue or ſix times, ſo 20+ 
thou ſhould(t haue ſmitten Aram till thou 

B.iwj. hadſt 
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had(t conſirncd it, where now thouſhaſt
